NE hears the bang a long time after the gun is 
fired, and many of the items in this, the 


thirteenth, Report of the Royal Fine Art 
Commission were discussed at the time, for example 
the Dover Competition. The Report leads off with 
its first subject: Pupil’s name—City of London; 
Subject—Architecture; Report.—This child is very 
backward and needs discipline. Must work a good 
deal harder in future. 

One of the main concerns of the Commission has 
been the low architectural standard shown in central 
areas of reconstruction. “ In London, for instance, 
too many projected new buildings are quite unworthy 
of a great capital.” 

This is polite compared with what Mr. Paul Reilly 
had to say of City buildings at a recent dinner: “ They 
are like mice with elephantiasis. Only Moscow and 
the City have ignored architectural advances ”’.) 

Since their last report, in which the R.F.A.C. 
complained bitterly that if they were asked their 
opinion at all it was usually too late, “ procedure 
for early consultation has now been improved and 
the Commission is discussing with the Authorities 
some of the broader issues, for example, the future 
of the Aldersgate-Barbican Area. What matters 
is architectural quality and an overall policy with 
regard to layout and massing that will avoid the 
evils of piecemeal development. On neither of these 
points is it possible at the moment to feel anything 
but concern . . . if major decisions continue to be 
based only on consideration of lettable floor space, 
the high hopes and magnificent opportunities offered 
after the war will have been lost.” ‘The Commission 
can expect to have a strong ally in the new City 
Architect when he is appointed. 

The R.F.A.C. not only gives private architects 
a wigging in its study, it also crosses swords with 
the Service Departments—may we hope that one 
day Mr. Rodrigo Moynihan will give us one of his 
large group pictures of the Commission in session. 


REPORT FOR 


1954 


It is able to report success in persuading the Air 
Ministry to improve the design and layout of a group 
of technical structures at West Myne in Devon. 
“It is essential that Service Departments should 
recognize fully the necessity to choose sites which 
do as little harm as possible to the neighbourhood, 
and the most careful attention should be given to 
their selection.”” Jolly good ! 

That old bugbear street lighting in old towns 
and cities continues to engage the attention of 


Her Majesty’s Commissioners, who examined thirty 


schemes (one can imagine the comments which, 
alas, are omitted from the report). It is just as 
serious a problem in new schemes. There is an 
opportunity for the L.C.C. to lead the way once 
again at St. Mary Cray where there are some grotesque 
concrete standards along the main roads which 
serve the new modern buildings. 

Apropos the neglect of some churches and the 
threat of demolition to others (St. Agnes, Kennington 
and Holy Trinity, Leeds are mentioned specifically) 
the report says: “ There are Georgian Churches and 
Gothic-Revival Churches which are masterpieces 
of their kind and entitled to at least as much con- 
sideration as a Norman or Gothic building which 
sometimes has little more than its age to recommend 
_ 

It is a tribute to the judgment of the R.F.A.C. 
that the Ministry of Works asked its advice on the 
proposed extension to the British Embassy at 
Washington (designed by Lutyens in 1927) and 
were told that the new block should not imitate 
to any degree the original building but should be 
if possible as fine an example of British Architecture 
of the present day as that building was of its time. 

We owe much to the members of the R.F.A.C. 
who must often feel the odds are against them. 
Nevertheless the evidence of the report shows that 
bodies that were once juggernauts are now prepared 
to receive advice and act on it.

WESTWOOD HO! 


Mr. Bryan Westwood has been elected President of the 
Architectural Association for its 109th session. The West- 
woods, and there seem to be dozens of them, are a kind of 
private civilization of intensely tough and active persons 
cafrying on with some non-Westwoods an architectural 
practice of beaver-like activity. They need quantities in 
their work and therefore a Westwood is trained as a Q.S. 
Photographs? Well, they all take equally wonderful 
photographs but one Westwood is more equal than the 
others, he is a professional. 

Bryan is the senior of his generation and after training 
at the A.A. School, where he gained an Honours Diploma 
and won the Henry Jarvis prize, he worked for a time with 
Searle & Searle before joining his father, P. J. Westwood, 
as a partner in 1935. 

Before the war he was unlucky enough to win two com- 
petitions neither of which went beyond the prizegiving 
stage. First, the Godalming Town Hall and Civic Centre, 
which he designed with Edmund Ward, and then the new 
front for the Building Centre in Bond Street, designed in 
collaboration with his brother Norman. 

It would be going too far to suggest that the Westwoods 
have webbed feet or that their smoke stacks were perma- 
nently salt-caked, but they tend never to be very far from 
water. With sailing as a hobby and a strong taste for 
Thames barges, Bryan Westwood naturally chose the Navy 
juring the war. He had wide experience in Atlantic 
Escorts, the Signal School, Photographic Interpretation— 
with the R.A.F.—and in carriers in the Far East. Like all 

eople who took the Navy seriously as temporary officers, 
he still bears the stamp of it. 

After the war he went back to the family firm, now 

xpanded by two non-Westwoods, J. E. K. Harrison and 
Gilbert Chapman, into Westwood, Sons & Harrison, some 
f whose work was mentioned on this page only last week. 

It is a little odd, perhaps, that one tends to think of 
‘The Westwoods” rather than the individuals. They are 
a umique set-up, breathing flames of energy and a 
tremendous spirit of do-it-yourself. The fact that they 
are all about five feet and a bit high adds to their sense 
of urgency. If I had to coin a collective noun for them I 
would call them a Woosh of Westwoods. But they're 
tough. Any man who, as Bryan did, can order his wife 
up the mast of a Thames barge while he is at the wheel, 
and be obeyed, is tough.

I hear that the British contribution to the Halsingborg 
Exhibition is all packed for shipment and, according to a 
Swedish report, the buildings there are nearing completion. 
Among the general jollifications there will be a water- 
organ and a troupe of Russians. 

The German housing exhibit is in the hands of Pro- 
fessor Hans Schwippert, who is designer of the Berlin 


Exhibition, 1956. The building from which the German 
flat is to be taken will be constructed in Berlin next year. 

The French contribution will be a flat from Le Cor- 
busier’s “ cité radieuse” (I take this to mean the Marseilles 
building), decorated by three architects co-ordinated by 
M. Claudius-Petit. 

Alfred Roth is preparing the Swiss flat. The C.o.1.D., 
in truly British fashion, has rigidly stuck to the rules of 
the game. Nothing in our exhibit has been specially 
made. It will be interesting to see what other countries 
have done. 


CINEMAS 


According to an L.C.C. report, none of the sites 
reserved for cinemas on “out-county” estates has been 
taken up. This is not, perhaps, very surprising. I have 
heard before that in present conditions it is not possible 
to build a cinema and to make it pay. 

I notice, however, great activity on two cinema build- 
ings in London. First, the Shepherd’s Bush Pavilion, our 
earliest monumental cinema by Verity and Beverley, is 
being brought to life after bomb damage. A large mar- 
quise has been added, but as yet there is no sign to say 
what the building will become. The second stands on 
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the site of Arthur’s Stores, opposite what was Bradleys 
in Westbourne Grove. This building was never finished 
and I seem to remember some odd stories about it. Until 
fairly recently it was a Government egg store. It is now 
being completed, presumably as a cinema. If they need 
a name for it they might consider Eggoldo. 


CHATEAUX PARLANTS 


Last year I described the lights, words and music of 
the Palais des Papes at Avignon, and also mentioned 
that the same type of show had been arranged at Ver- 
sailles and elsewhere in France. M. Jean J. Chappat, of 
the Compagnie des Lampes, Paris, recently spoke to the 
Illuminating Engineering Society on the subject of flood- 
lighting in general and the “Chateaux Parlants” in par- 
ticular. 

The first installation of “ sound and light” was opened 
at Chambord in May, 1952, and now there are nearly 20 
such spectacles. The Chambord installation cost £15,000 
but it paid for itself in the first year, when 150,000 people 
visited the chateau. Where will the first British installa- 
tion be? The Tower of London? Hampton Court? The 
Palace of Westminster? 


PRACTICAL TRAINING 


I read somewhere the other day of a Viennese architec- 
tural student who, set the task of demonstrating the extent 
of his love for a demanding girl friend, spent the night 
quietly bricking-up the front door to his rival’s house. 
The rival happened to be a policeman and the student 
received a suspended prison sentence. He got the girl, 
however, which proves that an Englishman’s garden wall 
is his bond even if he is Flemish and lives on a stretcher 
in Vienna. 

THE CITY 

Whoever becomes architect to the City of London will 
have a jolly time. Everyone, from the livery to the 
liverish, is shouting about the buildings now under con- 
struction or projected. Most of the buildings so far 
published have been bad, some have been indifferent, and 
one or two have been good. I believe that half the 
people who are slanging the City do not know what they 
are talking about. I think Cassandra, of the Daily Mirror, 
is one of them. He says, after some quite true remarks 
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about the chances that have been thrown away that they 
are building:— 

“Cowardly office blocks with neither style nor taste 
nor imagination, nor any other expression that you can 
put into bricks and mortar and steel and concrete. The 
whole historic forecourt of the City on the Thames is 
being packed with faceless warehouses designed by 
mentally faceless architects for faceless people going 
about their inconsequential jobs.” 

I have an uncomfortable feeling that he is really referring 
to the better buildings. 

The City Common Council is also in a muddle. It 
does rot like the P.R.A.’s remarks nor those of the Royal 
Fine Art Commission. It cannot understand why every- 
thing in its garden is not rosy when its adviser on town 
planning is also a member of the R.F.A.C. A member 
recently described the Commission’s criticism of an 
architect’s building as “dog eats dog.” The sad thing 
about it all is that the City Council has no knowledge 
of what is good or bad in architecture. Professor 
Richardson is right, the Common Council should have no 
part in replanning the city.

Up to the present only Western 
Germany has been represented on the 
Assembly and committees of the Inter- 
national Union and the object of the 
meeting was to consider the setting 
up of a committee to represent archi- 
tects in Eastern Germany. 

However, as a result of the meet- 
ing, it was agreed that for the purposes 
of the International Union architects 
throughout Germany should be repre- 
sented by a single committee, and that 
at the Congress of the I.U.A. at The 
Hague in July of this year German 
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architects should be represented by a 
single delegation of four, to include the 
Presidents of both Architectural 
Societies. 

Efforts to set up a separate com- 
mittee to represent East German 
architects have accordingly been dis- 
continued. 


Government Policy for Urban 
Congestion 


INCE taking over from Mr. Harold 

Macmillan as Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, Mr. Duncan 
Sandys has taken decisive steps to 
implement good town and country 
planning. They come broadly under 
two headings—decentralization or 
dispersal as it is now being termed and 
the setting of St. Paul’s Cathedral. In 
the case of the latter, he has made an 
eleventh-hour bid to save this national 
monument from once again being 
hemmed in by building. In regard to the 
former, he has made three main related 
decisions: that old houses in the 
County of London should not be con- 
verted into commercial use if they can 
usefully be retained in their original 
use; that a green belt around all cities 
as well as London should be preserved 
from building development; and, 
finally, he has helped to resolve certain 
financial difficulties which had arisen 
in implementing the Town Develop- 
ment Act. 

On Thursday afternoon last, Mr. 
Sandys explained, in an address to the 
Annual General Meeting of the Town 
and Country Planning Association, the 
dispersal problem is one centred 
mainly on “Urban Congestion” and 
not simply on “ Overspill.” “ Overspill- 
ng” wouldn’t work without doing 
something about its related problems— 
overcrowding of houses, inadequate 
space for new houses, traffic con- 
gestion, and lack of recreational open 
space. Turning to Lord Horder, the 
eminent physician in the Chair, he 
found confirmation that all these 
factors spelt “needless strain on 
health.” 

He saw two main approaches as 
acceptable solutions—the creation of 
new towns in which industrialists were 
now appreciating great advantages, and 
the “ Expanded Town” scheme being 
pursued energetically in the Home 
Counties. The new towns had lived 
up to their claims as balanced com- 
munities and had proved their worth 
as a counter to the sprawling, over- 
crowded city. The Town and Country 
Planning Association had, he appre- 
ciated, done a distinguished and 
notable job in stimulating public 
opinion as an essential preliminary to 
acceptance of the policy which led to 
the building of the new towns. 

He had done all he could to make 
the related solution a success—the 
“Expanded Town.” There was to be 
a flat rate of 50 per cent grant to the 
cost of the water and sewerage schemes 
involved and the “ exporting” city was 
to be liable for the loan charges on the 
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houses built for the first ten years and 
the “receiving” authority thereafter, 
with a guarantee from the Exchequer 
should the latter then be in difficulties. 
Success in this, however, essentially 
depended upon willing co-operation 
and tripartite agreement between the 
“exporting” authority, the county 
council as planning authority, and 
the “receiving” authority. Different 
counties should not regard themselves 
as sovereign independent countries, 
but should be willing to help one 
another. 

Even so, he appreciated that the 
urban problem could not be solved 
without ensuring against reoccupation 
of vacated premises within the “ex- 
porting” authority’s own boundaries. 
For his part he was looking very 
critically at the development plans for 
excessive allocations of land for com- 
mercial offices and industries rather 
than attempt to control reoccupation. 

Success of any urban policy also de- 
pended upon the preservation of green 
belts which were intended to prevent 
sprawl, coalescing of smaller towns 
into large ones, and to enable people 
in the towns to have the open country 
reasonably near. The Home County 
Planning Authorities were to be con- 
gratulated in their successful efforts to 
achieve a ten-mile-wide green belt, 
but other authorities elsewhere had not 
been so forthcoming and their position 
was not therefore so satisfactory. Some 
did not appreciate what a green belt 
was for. It was important to define 
precisely the boundaries of a green 
belt, though there must be some 
degree of flexibility in the restriction 
upon building within them. He very 
much welcomed the Association’s help 
in stimulating public discussion and 
appreciation of the importance of the 
green belt. 


Symposium on Heating 


It is proposed to hold another 
Symposium at the Royal West of 
England Academy School of Architec- 
ture, 25, Great George Street, Bristol, 
1, on Wednesday, May 25. The subject 
chosen is Heating, more particularly 
for houses. 

It is hoped that a number of archi- 
tects, surveyors, heating engineers, 
builders and operatives will attend and 
give their experiences of design instal- 
lation and performance. Proceedings 
are expected to end about 6.30 p.m. 

A charge of 5s is to be made to cover 
the cost of a report of the proceedings 
which will in this case be made by 
independent reporters. 

In order that proper provision may 
be made for accommodation and for 
tea, anyone proposing to attend 
should apply for a form of application 
to The Secretary, R.W.A. School of 
Architecture, Bristol, 1, not later than 
Wednesday, May 18.

“Control” through planning remains 
where Parliament has placed it, namely, 
with the Planning Authority; and no 
one would, I think, quarrel with your 
contention that it will be difficult (even 
if it were desirable) for the Corpora- 
tion to find an architect fit to “con- 
trol” the work of other architects on 
esthetic grounds. 

The realization, following’ the 
debate in the Court of Common 
Council, that the word “control” 
might be misunderstood, prompted a 
variation in the terms of the advertise- 
ment for the appointment, where it 
is stated that “The City Architect will 
advise on the exercise of planning 
powers in the reconstruction and 
redevelopment of the City of London.”

The York Institute of Architectural 
Study held two new types of residential 
course for practising architects and 
others during April Those who 
attended them were given, in a rela- 
tively short time and from the leading 
specialists in the country, a mass of the 
latest technical information which it 
would have taken them far longer to 
master on their own. There were also 
opportunities to discuss problems with 
the lecturers afterwards 

The first course was on timber as a 
structural material in building. The 
various uses of timber in building con- 
struction were reviewed, and particular 
reference was made to the new types of 
construction with modern glues and 
connectors. The course began with a 
lecture by an architect who stated what 
the architect and the building profes- 
sion in general required of timber, and 
gave his views on how these require- 
ments had been met to date. The re- 
maining lectures were given by the 
following engineers, timber consultants 
and members of the timber trade 
E. S. Benson (Lecturer in Architecture, 
University of Manchester); H. T 
Eyres; D. W. Cooper (Lecturer in Civ 
Engineering, University of Durham); 
J. Jowett (Timber Development Asso 
ciation); J. G. Savory (Forest Products 
Research Laboratory Visits were 
made to buildings nearby which con 
tained interesting examples of timber 
construction 


New Courses at 


The second course was on modern 
ization of obsolescent dwellings, and 
was attended by architects, surveyors 
and representatives from nationalized 
industries. It was formally opened by 
Max Tetlow (Principal Regional Officer 
of the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government) at St. Anthony’s Hall, 
York on April 14. During the course 
the Institute arranged an exhibition in 
the city library containing full-scale ex- 
hibits and photographs of moderniza- 
tion schemes carried out both by local 
authorities and by private enterprise in 
different parts of the country. The ex 
hibition was visited by more than 4,000 
people during the ten days it was open 
to the public. The principal lectures 
given on the course dealt with such 
aspects of modernization as town 
planning, conversion, improvements to 
historic buildings and decoration 
Other more specialized lectures covered 
rot and preservation of timber, grants 
and loans, valuation and ownership 
The lecturers included Felix Walter 
Guest Editor, Architect’s Journal) and 
H. F. Clark (Lecturer in Landscape 
Design, Reading University 

The success of these courses has en 
couraged the Institute to repeat them 
in 1956, and anyone who would like to

HIS building is opposite the South East face apron 

formed by the Central Diamond, and is connected to 

the adjoining and still under construction Eastern Apex 

Building by a bridge at first floor level for movement of 

passengers, and by a bridge at roof level for spectators using 
the roof gardens. 


Functions 


The building serves most of the European airline opera- 
tors, the largest of which is British European Airways 
Corporation. 

The main function of the building is to provide for the 
handling of incoming and outgoing passengers and their 
luggage. The building has to deal with four kinds of 
passengers : — 

Terminal: Passengers beginning or ending their journeys 
at London Airport or overseas routes subject to clearances 
through Customs, Health and Immigration Formalities 
Transit: Passengers travelling on the same service from one 
country to another via London Airport and not, therefore, 
subject to Customs, Health and Immigration formalities. 
[hese passengers remain on the Airside of the building and 
do not officially enter the country. Interline: Passengers 
changing from one service to another at London Airport 
These passengers require Customs, Health and Immigration 
examination according to their place of origin and final 
destination. Internal: 
the 


Passengers travelling to or from

In addition the building provides amenities for passengers, 
facilities for technical staff working on the apron and accom- 
modation on roof terraces and gardens for spectators. 

The Continental section of the building is planned at first 
floor level as a series of transverse bands containing the 
Concourse, Customs, Immigration, Health and Waiting 
Rooms. 

Ten parallel passenger channels cut through these bands 
at right angles between the Landside and Airside of the 
buildings. 

Each channel has a baggage conveyor belt, running parallel 
with the passenger route and beneath the first floor, except 
in the Customs Hall, where the baggage and passenger are 
brought together for the Customs Inspection. 

Passing through the whole length of the building is a 
Customs barrier through which the general public cannot 
pass. 

Transit passengers have their own self-contained suite on 
the Airside of the Customs barrier. 

The whole of the ground floor of the building is used for 
the handling of baggage, the accommodation of technical 
staff and equipment, and the preparation of food and other 
services. 

On the second floor is the office accommodation for operat- 
ing Companies, an extension of the Main Concourse as well 
as roof gardens for the general public. The upper floors are 
planned as a series of terraces overlooking the airfield for 
spectators.

The channels with the conveyor belt are arranged in pairs 
so that two can be used together whenever it is necessary 
to handle unusually large aircraft loads 
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Each channel is completely reversible and thus capable 
of handling either inward or outward bound passengers. 


Ground Floor Entrance Halls 

Each channel is served by a ground floor entrance hall 
which received those travelling to or from the airport by 
coach. The wall facing the entrance is tiled in a brightly 
coloured pattern, designed by Peggy Angus, and is arranged 
to take small posters. The side walls are faced with straight- 
grained elm panelling, the floor is terrazzo tile, and sus- 
pended acoustic tiles form the ceiling. The escalator is 
encased in aluminium with dark green warerite panels on 
Staircase side and ribbed aluminium on outside. 


Ground Floor Central Entrance 

Apart from the series of channel entrances for those 
travelling by airline coach, there is a central entrance hall 
on the ground floor which serves passengers and others 
using private car or taxi. 

These passengers are received by airline representatives 
at counters where they have their baggage weighed and 
labelled and their tickets checked. They then ascend to 
the Concourse by the central escalator and join the coach 
passengers at the appropriate channel entrance. 

The luggage received at the central entrance hall is taken 
by truck along a corridor which connects with all the 
channels, where it is put on the conveyor belt at the same 
time as the coach passenger luggage 

Use has been made of contrasting ceiling heights, the 
entrance hall being quite low opening up to the full height 
of the Concourse in a large open well around the escalator 

The treatment of the central entrance hall is similar to 
the channel entrances, and use has been made of a deep blue 
tile as a background to the desks and weighing machines. 

Placed in the centre of the hall is a cube shaped enquiry 
kiosk constructed of a silver bronze framing faced with 
Genoa green and white marble slabs below counter level and 
glazing above.

The Concourse 

The Concourse stretches across the entrance face of the 
building, overlooking the diamond, at first-floor level. It 
is 480ft long, 55ft wide and two floors high, namely 24ft. 

Looking down the Concourse it appears as one long hall, 
but it functions as three sections; the centre portion which 
stretches through the heart of the building to the restaurants 
on the Airside, and wings on either side through which the 
channels pass. 

The wall overlooking the centre diamond is of glass in 
a steel and aluminium frame. The opposite wall is plastered 
and has Honduras mahogany panelling around the Customs 
Hall entrance and other openings. The floor is Derbyshire 
fossil limestone. The ceiling of the centre portion is

acoustic plaster but to the wings over the channels it is in 
fibrous plaster of an undulating chequer pattern with alter- 
nate panels perforated by sound absorption. The undulat- 
ing panels are illuminated by concealed fluorescent lighting. 
Contrast in artificial lighting is provided by wall brackets and 
by a series of chandeliers designed by the Architect and 
hung in the windows. 

There are five large poster frames 18ft by 10ft on the long 
end walls of the room which it is hoped will provide an 
exhibition of the best commercial art of this country. 

The colour scheme is designed to provide a quiet and 
cool background. The surfaces are of polished hardwood, 
metal of various kinds, and plaster painted white or in 
various tones of grey. Colour contrast is provided by the 
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signs, lettering and advertising generally and of course by 
the people themselves. 
Hall 

Owing to a customs requirement a high standard of 
natural light is required and this is provided by a series of 
monitor roofs formed with an exposed welded steel frame. 

The monitors are glazed with double patent glazing and 
roofed with exposed reinforced wood-wool slabs. 

The floor is Granwood and the walls are plastered with 
wall protection rails. 

In the colour scheme the steelwork is painted white and 
blue, the end wall deep crimson and long walls a suitable 
green. 

The Honduras mahogany panelling to the entrance doors 
and conveyor belt opening is carried through and repeated 
as in the Concourse. 


Customs 


Immigration Hail 

The floor of the Immigration Hall is in light grey rubber 
with small inset pieces of red. 

The walls are plastered and the ceiling constructed with 
a removable concealed fixing fibre board into which are set 
the fluorescent light fittings with egg crate diffusers. A 
lighting level of 20 ft-candles is provided. 

The colour scheme consists of khaki and blue walls with 
a white ceiling. 


Waiting Rooms 

The waiting rooms overlook the waiting aircraft looking 
through the Airside Gallery. 

The floor is polished cork and has a heated Frenger 
ceiling. 

On the end walls is a wallpaper designed for the Architect 
by Miss June Lyon and the walls opposite the windows are 


finished with alternate sections of dark brown and dark 
green which identify the waiting room units. 

The pairs of waiting rooms are divided by a row of three 
all glass illuminated showcases. 

The window surrounds and doors are in oak. 


Concourse Central Section 

The central section of the main hall is the heart of the 
building and contains at two levels the public amenities. At 
first-floor level are airline counters, shops, post and cable 
offices, agencies for car hire, theatre and hotel bookings, Post 
Office telephones, a buffet, etc. 

There are two nurseries, one for toddlers and another for 
babies, linked with a kitchen for the preparation of babies’ 
food and special lavatory accommodation. 

At second floor level a balcony overlooks the Main Con- 
course and gives access to the Lounge Bar and Buffet and 
a Restaurant which overlooks the airfield. At the balcony 
level are more shops which include hairdressing saloons for 
both sexes. 

Opening directly off the Lounge Bar is a roof garden 
known as the “Waving Base” where passengers’ friends 
can watch the departure and arrival of the aircraft in which 
their friends are travelling. 

The same limestone fossil paving in the channel section 
of the Concourse is. carried through into the first floor of 
the central section. 

The ceiling is flat and finished with acoustic plaster sus- 
pended from 6ft deep steel trusses and is studded with 
recessed light fittings. The area over the main staircase to 
the balcony is lit by 16 dome lights which are in turn arti- 
ficially lit with concealed cold cathode tubes giving an 
inverted saucer effect. 
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The main staircase and the surrounding columns and bal- 
cony front are faced with Genoa green marble with white 
Sicilian treads and black terrazzo risers. 

The staircase well and balcony has a glass balustrade 
with white standard and heavy mahogany handrail. 

The Airline Companies’ counters are faced in Olive Ash 
which is repeated on the buffet and centre counter con- 
taining the Post Office Telegrams, Car Hire, etc. 

The deep window cills are covered with Brunero black 
marble. 

The inner parts on first and second floor are panelled in 
straight-grained elm forming a surround to the series of 
shops, showcases and doors to lavatories, etc. With the 
exception of the bookstall, all shops have the same type 
of front with an armour plate-glass door, but the shop 
concessionnaires were permitted to use their own internal 
design and name plate provided it fitted in with the spirit 
of the whole design. 

The shops consist of a Bookstall, Souvenirs, Chemist, 
Tobacconist, Confectioners, Florist and Ladies’ and Gents’ 
Outfitters. 

The showcases, which in some cases have a blue leather 
padded surround, all have silver bronze framing and are 
illuminated. 

There are two groups of telephone kiosks in figured teak. 
Two of the boxes are operated from the counter where an 
attendant will obtain numbers for people not familiar with 
our telephone system. 

One of the features of the main hall is a suspended group 
of “line source” loudspeaker units, a new system which is 
able through the sound to cover the whole of the Con- 
course including the wings from a single source. 

The Balcony Lounge is carpeted in black with yellow 
specks 

The heating in this section is concealed cither in the 
floor or ceilings, the Frenger system being used in the 
shops 


Public Restaurant and Lounge Bar 

Opening off the Balcony Lounge is a lounge with a buffet 
and licensed bar and from there it is possible to enter the 
roof garden “ Waving Base.” 

The bar, which runs along one side of the lounge, has 
a counter with a blue Formica top and a front of ribbed teak 
in a surround of silver bronze.

The back fitting has been designed for display and incor- 
porates the doors into the servery. 

The fascia over the bar is shaped and veneered in 
weathered sycamore with concealed lighting. 

The Public Restaurant is beyond and is divided from the 
Lounge by an all-glass screen. 

The Restaurant overlooks the airfield through a full height 
continuous bow window. Opposite the window wall are a 
series of mirrors which give the effect of having the airfield 
all around you. 

Use has been made of column casings to form built-in 
servery units for cutlery, napkins, etc. 

The Lounge and Restaurant are carpeted throughout with 
the black and yellow carpet used on the Balcony with a 
border margin of white marble. 


Transit Suite 

Placed centrally at first floor level on the Airside of the 
building but not in any way connected with the Main 
Concourse, is a self-contained suite for transit and interline 
passengers who have to remain on the Airside of the Customs 
and Immigration Controls whilst waiting to continue their 
journey. 

The suite is planned in two halves with a servery between. 

On the north side is a buffet lounge, cables offices, book- 
stall and export shop, telephones and a nursery together 
with full toilet facilities including showers and a barber’s 
shop. On the south side is a restaurant with a cocktail bar. 

Both these sections overlook the airfield through the 
Airside gallery. 

The same carpet as in the Balcony Lounge has been 
used and all the ceilings are of the Frenger heated system. 

The buffet counter has a veneered teak-panelled front and 
Formica top with back fittings to match. 

The cables counter and bookstall are faced in straight- 
grain elm and the shop has the same shopfront as in the 
Main Concourse. 

One wall of the Buffet Lounge has a grey wallpaper. 

The Cocktail Bar is panelled in weathered sycamore 
slightly fumed with teak counter and louvred screens. 

One wall of the Restaurant has a bottle pattern wall- 
paper with a dark green background designed by Miss June 
Lyon for the Architect. 

The window surrounds and doors are in Oak to match 
the Airside waiting rooms. 


Airside Gallery and Bridges to the Apron 

A long glazed gallery runs the full length of the building 
on the Airside connecting all channels and providing a link 
between the Transit Suite and the adjacent Eastern Apex 
Building. 

From this gallery foot-bridges provide access directly to 
and from the apron over the apron road. 

The gallery will eventually be continued and linked with 
a similar gallery serving the proposed building on the North- 
East Face. 

The construction of the gallery and bridges consists of 
a light steel frame, metal windows with a reinforced exposed 
wood-wool slab roof, light-weight screed and waterproofed 
with 3-ply felt and covered with marble chippings. 

Along the length of the gallery are 12 recesses canti- 
levered outwards and filled with carefully arranged potted 
plants set in pebbles. 

The floor of the gallery is made up of black 3in x 3in clay 
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Handling Building 


tiles, with a pattern inset of various colours with white tiled 
skirtings. 

At the head of each bridge is a 60ft-high flood-lighting 
standard which was constructed from a basic design pre- 
pared by the architect and is painted light blue with yellow 
light fittings. 

The wood panels which form the end stops to the bridges 
are painted yellow. 


Internal Services 

Passengers travelling on internal services or other services 
not subject to Customs, Immigration or Health examination 
are accommodated in a separate section at the southern end 
of the building. A Concourse with reception and dispatch 
counters is at ground floor level. A large Waiting Room 
equipped with a Buffet and Bookstall is at first-floor level 
reached by escalators and a bridge leading to the apron. 

With no control formalities in this section two channels, 
one inward and one outward, will handle all the internal 
traffic expected. 

There is no connection on the Airside with other channels 
used by passengers who are subject to Customs and other 
controls. 

The furnishings in this section are similar and in keeping 
with the other parts of the building. 


Airline Offices 

The North-East Block and parts of the second floor are 
used as offices for the Airline Companies based on a 12ft 
grid. All the offices have double glazed “ Carda” windows. 
The floors are thermoplastic and they have concealed fixing, 
removable fibre board false ceilings with recessed fluorescent 
light fittings. 


Kitchen and Serveries 

On the ground floor there are two kitchens with access 
to the apron service road. One kitchen is for the prepara- 
tion of meals served in aircraft and is operated exclusively 
by British European Airways. The food is transported by 
electric trucks from the kitchen direct to the aircraft in 
special containers. 

The other kitchen provides food for the Restaurants at 
first and second floor level and the Spectators’ Roof Cafe- 
teria. It also provides the necessary supplies by food hoists 
for the buffets and bars in the various parts of the building. 
Originating from the kitchen level is a service core to the 
roof of the building containing a goods lift, a battery of ten 
food hoists and the extract ductwork from the two kitchens. 

The kitchens are fully equipped with up-to-date appli- 
ances, including refrigeration rooms, bakery and various 
forms of stores, including provisions for wine and beer. 

There are serveries at first and second floor levels adjacent 
to the Restaurants served by the food hoists with all the 
necessary hot counters, tea and coffee appliances and 
washing-up machines. 


Technical Services Accommodation 

The remainder of the ground floor has accommodation for 
engineering staff, cloakrooms, lavatories, showers and 
common rooms, technical supplies and equipment, bonded 
and baggage warehouse as well as for all the staff employed 
in baggage handling and apron services. 

In addition, a large amount of the area is taken up by the 


electrical switchgear, large ventilation installation and 
heating equipment. 
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Roof Gardens and Terraces 

The roofs are designed as a <eries of gardens and terraces 
at different levels from which spectators have a panoramic 
view of the terminal aprons and of the airfield as a whole. 

One of the gardens at second floor level is accessible from 
the Lounge Bar as previously described and the other known 
as the “Beer Garden” is accessible from the upper roof 
terraces and is intended for use of spectators. This garden 
extends into a spectators’ restaurant which has a similar 
servery to that of the Public Restaurant 

The spectators using the roof terraces will normally arrive 
over an 80ft span connecting bridge from the Eastern Apex 
Building. A separate refreshment building is at roof level 
which contains a cafeteria, tea room and a separate Licensed 
Bar. There are also several kiosks and a shop. 

Overlooking the apron at roof level is a small control room 
from which the movement of aircraft on the adjacent aprons 
are controlled. 

The roof gardens have lawns and a series of beds and 
boxes planted with a variety of foliage type shrubs. 

The second floor gardens have patterned paving consist- 
ing of red bricks, buff tiles and asphalt panels with surrounds 
of York stone. 

Covered roof shelters with glass partitions have been pro- 
vided on the terraces and waving base. The other flat roofs 
are finished with coloured concrete or asbestos tiles.

General Construction 


The building has been constructed with a steel frame 
encased in concrete with external walls of cither glass or 
brick and artificial stone. 

The brickwork is in a Loughborough hand-made rustic 
facing brick with recessed pointing.

pipes, rainwater pipes and gutters. These are available in various 
materials including cast iron, steel, aluminium, zinc and asbestos 
cement. 

Many of the pipes, fittings and gutters in these materials are covered by 
British Standards. It should be borne in mind, however, that prior to the 
introduction of any British Standard there was available on the market a 
range of gutte1s, pipes and fittings, particularly in cast iron. Owing to the 
large sums of money involved in pattern equipment, core boxes, moulding 
boxes and plant generally required for the production of these goods, it was 
not reasonable for manufacturers to cease suddenly the manufacture of 
their products and make new patterns, etc., to conform to the appropriate 
B.S. when this became available. 

As and when pattern equipment requires replacing, however, manufac- 
turers invariably arrange that the new equipment is capable of producing 
articles to the current B.S. 

Mention is made of this matter as it is sometimes wondered why such 
fittings as bends and branches, etc., particularly in cast iron, vary dimen- 
sionally from foundry to foundry in spite of the B.S. It is probably true 
to say that virtually all the fittings available, conform to B.S. in all major 
respects but when accurately detailing or setting out work, it should be re- 
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membered that the actual articles may vary slightly from 
the B.S. unless, of course, the goods are expressly sold 
as conforming to the appropriate B.S. 

The Council for Codes of Practice for Buildings have 
now issued in final form Code 304, “ Soil and Waste 
Pipes above Ground.” The Code deals with the design 
and installation of sanitary plumbing systems, i.e., 
internal and external soil, waste and ventilating pipes 
above ground level, but not with rainwater pipes. 
Detailed definitions are given of the terms used in the 
Code, also a full list of British Standards covering all 
materials and appliances likely to be used in the work 
described. 

British standards referred to here are as follows :— 

BS.416:1944. Covers cast iron spigot and socket 
soil, waste and ventilating pipes, fittings and accessories 
and includes: Pipes, short and long radius bends, 
offsets, single and double branches, traps, access doors

and inspection pieces, diminishing pieces, loose sockets 
and collars, shoes, holderbats and pipe nails, wire 
balloons, sanitary connections. 

BS.460 and 1205:1948. Covers cast iron rainwater 
goods and includes: Pipes, bends, offsets, shoes, single 
and double branches, diminishing pieces, union sockets 
and loose sockets, inspection pieces, inspection doors, 
holderbats, wire balloons, pipe nails, flat and angle hopper 
heads, half round and Ogee gutters, gutter fittings and 
angles, stopends and outlets, gutter brackets. 

This specification also imcludes heavy grade 
and medium grade pipes and fittings as found in B.S. 
416:1944. 

B.S.569:1949. Covers: Asbestos cement rainwater 
pipes, gutters and fittings and includes: Pipes, bends, 
single branches and “ Y” pieces, offsets, loose sockets, 
shoes, half round and Ogee gutters, gutter fittings, angles 
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stopends and outlets, valley, box and north light gutters 
and fittings. 

B.S.582:1948. Covers asbestos cement soil, waste 
and ventilating pipes and fittings and includes: Pipes, 
bends, offsets, single and double branches, taper pieces, 
loose sockets, pan connectors, junctions and long arm 
bends, access doors. 

B.S.1091:1946. Covers pressed steel gutters, pipes, 
fittings and accessories and includes: Ogee and half 
round gutters, gutter fittings, angles, stopends and 
brackets, boundary wall, valley and box gutters, rainwater 
pipes, shoes, offsets and bends. 

B.S.1430:1947. Covers aluminium rainwater goods, 
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cast and extruded and includes: Half round and Ogee 
gutters, gutter fittings, angles stopends and brackets, 
rainwater pipes, bends, branches and offsets, hopper 
heads. 

B.S.1431:1948. Covers wrought copper and wrought 
zinc rainwater goods and includes: Half round, rectangular 
and Ogee gutters, gutter fittings, angles and stopends, 
rainwater pipes, round and rectangular, including offsets, 
elbows and shoes, box type head. 

B.S.1543:1949. Covers wrought aluminium rainwater 
goods and includes: Gutters, half round and Ogee, 


gutter fittings, angles, stopends and brackets, rainwater 
pipes, offsets, bends, shoes, box type rainwater heads 
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Above Ground Drainage

BOVE ground drainage falls, in a general sense, 

under two headings, i.e. soil and waste pipe systems 
on the one hand and surface water systems on the other. 
Whilst in some parts of the country it may be permissible 
under local byelaws to discharge rain water into soil 
and waste pipes, the majority of authorities do not 
permit such an arrangement, even though the sewerage 
system may be the “ combined” type and no separate 
sewer is provided for surface water. In such cases, 
the surface water is conveyed to the underground 
drainage system through gully traps but not connected 
to soil and waste pipes or ventilating pipes 
Soil and Waste Pipe Systems 

The discharge from sanitary fittings may be conveyed 
to the underground drainage system through an arrange- 
ment of pipework under one of the following systems: 
(1) Two-pipe. (2) One-pipe. (3) Single-stack. 
Two-pipe System 

This is an arrangement where all soil fitments, i.e. 
water closets, urinals, and slop sinks are connected to 
a vertical soil pipe which connects directly to the drain, 
each sanitary fitting, of course, being properly trapped. 

All waste water fitments, i.e. baths, lavatory basins, 
sinks, shower baths, bidets and other ablution appli- 
ances, are connected to a vertical waste pipe which is 
disconnected from the drain by a suitable trap. Again, 
each sanitary fitting being properly trapped, the traps 
usually having a water seal l}in deep. 

There are, therefore, two main stacks, one being 
the soil stack and the other the waste stack. Under 
certain conditions, however, it is necessary to provide 
anti-syphon pipes to prevent the syphonage of the water 
seals of the traps to the sanitary fittings and each soil 
stack and each waste stack may, therefore, require its 
anti-syphon stack. It is possible, therefore, to have a 
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total of four stacks in the case of a “ two-pipe system.” 
One-pipe System 

In this system, all the sanitary fittings are connected 
to one vertical stack, each fitting being properly trapped. 
The stack is connected direct to the underground drain. 
Where more than one fitting is connected to the stack, 
each branch requires to be ventilated with an anti- 
syphon pipe connected to a main anti-syphon stack. 
It will therefore be seen that in the “ one-pipe system,” 
there are two vertical stacks. In this system, the waste 
water fitments have traps with a 3in depth of seal. 
Single-stack System 

Until recently, all schemes were carried out by either 
the one-pipe or two-pipe system. A great deal of experi- 
mental work has, however, been carried out with a 
view to determining to what extent anti-syphon pipes 
can be dispensed with. It has been found that in certain 
circumstances all the sanitary fittings may be connected 
to one vertical stack which is connected direct to the 
underground drain and no anti-syphon pipes whatever 
provided, there being, therefore, one single stack only. 

Some local byelaws do not yet permit the use of the 
single-stack system and before any such scheme is con- 
templated, application should be made to ascertain if 
it is permissible in particular circumstances. The 
London County Council’s byelaws are at present under 
revision and it is understood that their new byelaws 
will permit the use of the single-stack system. 

The experimental work carried out with single-stack 
systems has shown that such a system can only be used 
in limited circumstances and that great care must be 
exercised in its design and installation. The limited 
circumstances referred to may be set out as follows: 

1. Suitable for domestic dwellings up to 5 floors 

(including Ground Floor), with bath, basin, sink and 
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W.C. connected at each floor. It is also suitable for 
maisonettes up to 8 floors, ic. 4 groups of W.C., 
basin, bath and sink. 

2. For flats of 6 to 10 floors (inclusive) a one-pipe 
system is recommended with all closets vented, but 
baths, sinks and lavatory basins may be unvented. 

3. Single stack plumbing should, for the time being, 
be confined to domestic dwellings only. Experiments 
with other groups of fittings, such as those for 
offices, etc., have not yet been carried out. 

4. The diameter of the soil pipe should be 4in. 

5. No offset should occur in the “wet part” of 
the stack, i.e. below the topmost connection. If an 
offset is unavoidable, then all closets should be vented. 

6. The foot of the stack should be connected to 
the drain with a large radius bend (BS.416) or long 
radius bend (BS.65) or two easy bends. 

7. W.C. branches should curve into the stack in the 
direction of the flow. The correct curvature is obtained 
by the use of branches to BS.416. 

8. Lavatory basin wastes must be Ijin diameter 
and the trap must have a 3in seal. With “ P” traps, 
the maximum length of horizontal waste pipe is 66in 
and the minimum fall is 1} deg. Where the horizontal 
waste is less than 66in, the fall may be gradually 
increased up to 8 deg. 















































9. Lavatory basins with “ S” traps must have 1}in 
diameter traps with 3in seal and l}in dia. vertical 
drop waste pipe connected to I}in dia. horizontal 
waste pipe. The maximum length of the horizontal 
pipe should be 36in and the fall should be between 
1} deg and 5 deg. All bends should be at least 3in 
radius to centre line. If the horizontal waste pipe is 
longer than 36in, the diameter should be 2 in. 

10. Bath wastes must be 1}in dia. with ljin “ P” 
traps with 3in. seal. Bath waste pipes may be up to 
6ft 6in long or even longer if desired but the slope 
should be between 1} deg and 5 deg. 

11. Sink wastes must be l}in dia. with 3in seal 
“Pp” traps. The length of the waste pipe can be 
up to 6ft 6in. long and the slope should be between 
1} deg and 5 deg. 

12. The lowest branch connection must be at least 
3ft above the invert of the drain. 

13. Bath, sink and lavatory waste pipes should be 
connected straight into the vertical stack without 
curvature. 

14. Bath, basin and sink wastes must run separately 
and connected to the vertical stack. For instance, a 
lavatory basin waste must not be connected to the 
bath waste as is common in “ one-pipe” or “ two- 


, 


pipe ” systems. 
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it will be seen from the foregoing that the sanitary 
fittings must be grouped around the vertical stack. It 
will also be noticed there is more latitude with bath and 
sink wastes than with lavatory basin wastes. It cannot 
be over-emphasized that lavatory basin wastes must be 
within the limitation described. The water seal of a 
lavatory basin trap may be completely destroyed if the 
length of the waste pipe is only a few inches greater than 
that advocated. 


Soil, Ventilating, Waste and Anti-syphon Pipes 


These are available in a variety of materials and 
include cast iron, asbestos, vitreous enamelled steel, 
copper, lead and mild steel. 

Copper and lead are usually manipulated and fabri- 
cated on site although, in the case of copper, this may 
be made up into units by specialist firms to suit individual 
sites and the same may be said of mild steel. 

Vitreous enamelled steel may be obtained in the form 
of pipes and fittings for assembly on site or may be 
fabricated at Works to suit individual sites and supplied 
as prefabricated units as is sometimes done with copper. 
The jointing on site is by the use of a special mastic 
or the joints may be caulked with lead. Where cutting of 
enamelled steel is done on site, it is recommended that 
the exposed metal is coated with a special enamel sup- 
plied to protect the metal against corrosion. 

Cast iron is used very extensively indeed and there is 
on the market, a very comprehensive range of fittings to 
meet almost any situation. 

One of the more recent additions to the range of cast 
iron fittings available is bossed pipes. Pipes of various 
lengths can be supplied with screwed bosses to receive 
bath, sink and lavatory basin waste pipes. The pipes 
have a socket and spigot ends for insertion in the stack 
in the usual manner and bosses are cast on at any desired 
height and angle to suit the disposition of the sanitary 
fittings. The bosses can be screwed l}in, l}in or 2in 
B.S.P.T. Fig. 1 shows examples of such pipes. They 
are supplied 3}in and 4in dia. and in some cases, 3in dia. 
The access door can also be cast in any desired position. 
The illustrations show a few of the extensive range 
available. 

Various proprietary fittings are also available to over- 
come particular difficulties. One example is the “ Spruce- 
thrower” soil unit shown in part plan and section in 
Fig. 2 and compared with a typical system in Fig 3. It 
will be seen that the unit incorporates the branch anti- 
syphon cast as an integral part of the fitting. Its use 
eliminates the awkward connection of the anti-syphon 
pipe between the soil pipe branch and the main anti- 
syphon pipe. It also reduces the number of joints to be 
made and as the unit can be built in as the work proceeds, 
it eliminates the usual holes being left in the walls for 
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plumbing work, thus avoiding costly and tiresome making 
good of the fabric. e 

The fitting is made 3}in, 4in and 6in dia. and with 
lengths of branch varying from 4}in to 23in. Bosses 
l}in, 1}in or 2in and access doors can be cast on in any 
desired position. 

Regarding the length of cast iron soil pipes, BS.416 
at one time provided for spigot and socket pipes to be 
5ft effective length, i.e. 5ft plus the depth of the socket. 
In 1952, however, a revision was made to include also 
pipes 6ft long overall. 

It appears that the plumbing trade generally prefers 
the longer pipe with the result that the 6ft long overall 
pipe is by far the most common length supplied to-day. 

Another recent development is the introduction of the 
spun pipe. In addition to casting pipes in the traditional 
manner, a technique has been developed whereby pipes 
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are spun on centrifugal casting machines. This results in 
pipes being produced of high grade quality and of un- 
varying thickness and are, in fact, precision made. 
The centrifugal method of casting spins the metal 
smoothly and quickly and complete concentricity is 
obtained. Strains in casting are eliminated and it is 
claimed that the pipes are capable of withstanding greater 
pressures than those cast by the traditional method. 
Another particular advantage is the complete absence 
of sand holes, joints or gate marks. 

The pipes are made without ears and when ears are 
required, they are supplied separately. Erection is there- 
fore easier. The ear is fixed separately to the wall and 
the pipe passed through it. 

When the spun pipe was first introduced, there seemed 
to be a certain amount of prejudice against its use, 
probably due to the fact that the outward appearance of 
the sockets is somewhat different from those cast by 
traditional methods, but as the advantages of spun 
pipes become increasingly appreciated, they are being 
specified and used very extensively, especially as their 
cost is no greater than ordinary cast pipes. 

Cast iron soil pipes and fittings are usually coated in- 
side and out with a bituminous solution as a protection 
against corrosion. For many years, a substance was used 
known as Dr Angus Smith’s Solution As its name 
implies, it was invented by a Dr. Angus Smith and was a 
mixture of mainly pitch and linseed oil. The ironwork 
was raised to a temperature of about 700 deg. F and 
immersed in the hot liquid and allowed to cool to 300 
deg. F before being taken out. In this way, the liquid 
penetrated the pores of the metal and formed a very 
effective coating. 

Nowadays, the pipes and fittings are dipped in a 
bituminous solution, and it is still frequently referred to 
as Dr. Angus Smith’s Solution, although the material 
used to-day is not to Dr. Smith’s specification. 

BS.416 requires that pipes and fittings shall be 
thoroughly cleaned and then coated by being dipped in a 
bath containing a composition having a tar basis and 
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maintained at a temperature between 290 deg. F and 
330 deg. F or dipped in a bath containing a cold solution 
consisting of a mixture of natural bitumen, with a suitable 
hardener and natural asphalt. 

When it is required to paint coated pipework after 
erection with ordinary paints, it is first necessary to treat 
them with some solution which will prevent the tar 
substances affecting the paint. Various proprietary solu- 
tions are available but one method which is commonly 
adopted is to apply a coating of ordinary knotting before 
painting. 

Cast iron soil pipes and fittings may be supplied 
galvanised instead of tar coated but owing to the addi- 
tional expense involved, this finish is not very common. 

When pipes are supported by either ears or holder- 
bats, the BS recommends that the back of the pipe shall 
be I}in clear of the wall face in pipes up to and including 
3in. dia. and 1}in. for pipes over 3in. dia. This is to 
facilitate painting so that the back of the pipes may be 
painted after erection. Pipes are available with special 
ears cast on which give these clearances. 

There is often some confusion as to when a fitting

should be described as a right-hand or left-hand fitting. 
The B.S. states ““ A bend or branch piece shall be deemed 
a right-hand fitting if, when the body of the fitting is 
viewed with the spigot downwards and with the ear or 
the inspection door (if any) facing the observer, the socket 
of the bend of the arm of the branch projects to the right. 
A bend or branch piece shall be deemed a left-hand 
fitting, if, when the fitting is viewed as above, the socket 
or the arm projects to the left.” 

When specifying materials for soil pipes, reference 
should always be made to the local drainage byelaws, as 
some authorities prohibit the use of some of the materials 
mentioned. For example, some authorities do not 
permit the use of asbestos cement, whilst others will 
only permit its use above the topmost branch, i.e., the 
portion carried up as a ventilating pipe. On the other 
hand, some authorities permit the whole of soil and 
ventilating stacks to be erected in asbestos cement. 

Asbestos cement soil pipes and fittings are available 
for assembly on site. A range of pipes, bends, branches, 
junctions and offsets, with and without access doors are 
available which will meet most situations. 

Whereas cast iron soil pipes and fittings are jojnted 
by means of a gasket of tarred hemp or yarn caulked 
well in and the space above filled in with either molten 
lead, lead wool, or rope, and then well caulked, asbestos 
cement pipes are jointed by the gasket of tarred hemp to 
a depth of about lin and the space above filled with 
cement mortar consisting of one part Portland cement 
to two parts sand. Asbestos cement soil pipes are made 
without ears and are fixed by holderbats. 

The pipes and fittings may be obtained bitumen 
dipped or in natural grey colour, if this is preferable to a 
customer from an esthetic point of view; the price is 
usually the same in each case. 

Before leaving the subject of soil and waste pipes, 
mention should be made of the fact that the design of 
drainage schemes including the above ground drainage, 
should be done at an early stage and many specialist 
firms, including some of those concerned with the 
supply of materials, as well as plumbing contractors, 
offer a service to Architects and others and are prepared 
to make recommendations as to the most economical 
and practical arrangement under particular conditions. 

Whilst many plumbing contractors are prepared to 
design schemes, some of the specialist firms concerned 
Connections to 


stoneware drains 
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with the supply of materials are prepared to design and 
manufacture fittings specially suited to solve particular 
problems on individual jobs. 


Rainwater 


Roof drainage is an important part of the above- 
ground drainage system and it has been said it is a 
matter about which a great deal has been written but 
very little is known. 

It should be borne in mind that the overflow of gutters 
can cause very serious damage to both buildings and 
their contents; therefore, the gutters and rainwater 
pipes should be of sufficient size to cope with the most 
intense storms. While some authorities state a minimum 
rainfall intensity of 3 inches per hour should be provided 
for, which equals one cubic foot per minute per 240 super 
feet of roof area, there appears to be little reliable data 
available for the calculating of the size of gutters and 
downpipes. 

Wherever possible, gutters should be laid to proper falls 
and one inch per 10ft length is often considered the 
minimum desirable fall, but in the case of eaves gutters, 
they are sometimes required to be fixed level for the sake 
of appearance where they occur on more important eleva- 
tions. 

It is sometimes said that the minimum sectional area of 
rainwater pipes should be one square inch per 150 sq ft 
of roof area, but this should be regarded as an absolute 
minimum and it is better to allow one square inch per 
75 feet super of roof area. 

With regard to the size of gutters, a minimum area, 
where gutters are laid to a fall of one inch in 10 feet and 
the distance between highest points and outlets does not 
exceed 20 feet, may be said to be one square inch sectional 
area of gutter for every 60 sq feet of roof draining thereto 
(measured on plan). 

When designing schemes, reference should be made to 
local drainage byelaws, particularly regarding the rain- 
water pipes, for whilst many authorities only make 
brief reference to rainwater in their byelaws, and for 
instance, state that rainwater shall not discharge into soil, 
waste and ventilating pipes, some lay down minimum 
weights and thickness of pipes and require. that joints 
shall be made in a particular manner especially where they 
occur inside buildings. 

Some byelaws permit rainwater pipes to be either 
connected to gullies beneath the grating or to discharge 
through a shoe over the top of the gratings. On the other 
hand, some authorities prohibit them discharging over 
the top of the gratings. Even where both methods are

accepted, it should be realized that to connect the pipe 
to the gulley below the grating by the use of a back or side 
inlet connection on the gulley, provides a better job than 
when a shoe discharges above the grating. Leaves, etc. 
can collect on gratings and this prevents the free entry 
of the water into the gulley. To use shoes discharging 
above the grating, however, is somewhat the cheaper 
method. 

Rainwater pipes may be fixed by means of either ears 
or holderbats and in each case it is recommended that 
the back of the pipes shall be sufficiently clear of the face 
of walls to allow the back of the pipes to be painted, i.e., 
pipes up to 3in dia.—1}in clearances and over 3in dia.— 
ldin clearance. 

When using lightweight cast iron rainwater pipes, it is 
common not to use any jointing materials, the joints being 
left open. They are sometimes specified to be filled 
with red or white lead putty, but the annular space is so 
Connections to 
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lead soil pipe / 
weid 5 
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small that it is difficult to make an effective joint. Medium 
and heavy grades, however, may be caulked in the same 
way as soil pipes if desired. 

Asbestos cement rainwater pipes are supported by 
holderbats and may be jointed in the same manner as 
described for asbestos cement soil pipes. They are 
available self-colour, uncoated, or may be coated as 
described for soil pipes. 

Cast iron rainwater pipes are normally stocked up to and 
including 6in diameter and rectangular sizes ranging 
from 4in x 3in to 6in x 4in, but 6in x 6in is also 
obtainable. 

Asbestos cement rainwater pipes are also stocked up to 
6in diameter, whilst in the case of Vitrefiex pipes, 
these may be obtained up to 8in dia. and in rectangular 
sizes from 3in x 2in to 6in x 4in. 

Cast iron gutters are available up to 10in dia. in the case 
of half round pattern and up to 6in x 4in in OGee pattern 
Moulded gutters are available up to 12in x 7in; box 
gutters up to 30in x 6in; centre valley gutters up to 
30in x 8in including “north light” type and centre 
trough valley gutter up to 30in x 9in. Boundary wall 
gutters are made up to 30in x 6in and Boundary wall 
trough gutters up to 24in x 7in. 

In the case of asbestos cement gutters, these are 

normally available up to the following sizes:— 
Half round and OGee 8in; Boundary wall 18in x 6in; 
Boundary wall trough 22in x 6in; Box 12in x 8in; Centre 
valley 24in x 6in; Centre trough valley 12in x 6in; North 
light valley 18in x 6in 

Cast aluminium gutters are normally available in half 
round and OGee pattern up to 5in and pipes up to 4in 
dia. Wrought aluminium half round up to 8in. OGee 
to 6in and pipes up to 6in dia 

Wrought aluminium box gutters are made up to 
9in x 4in and valley gutters 18in x 6in. 

Half round and OGee gutters in pressed steel are made 
up to 6in and pipes up to 4in dia 
however, are usually made to order. 

Vitreous enamel gutters are available up to 1Min half 
round, 8in OGee, 8in x 7in Box, l4in x 6in Boundary 
wall and 24in x 6in valley. 

Rainwater heads may take the form of the common 
hopper head in either flat or angle form, but a very large 
range of sizes and designs is available in some materials, 
particularly cast iron. Where heads appear on important 
elevations, many ornamental and impressive designs are 
available.

A further report on the 
BRITISH 
INDUSTRIES 

FAIR 


HE first few days of the B.LF. 
showed a marked increase in 
interest shown by the general public. 
This was not, however, accompanied by 
any noticeable change as far as home 
and overseas buyers were concerned, 
among whom Commonwealth repre- 
sentatives predominated. From Castle 
Bromwich it was reported that both the 
building and hardware sections were 
very much busier than last year. 

The main theme of the L.C.C. 
exhibit at Olympia is to encourage 
industrialists, who wish to expand in 
London, to find and develop sites in 
other towns where land is more readily 
available. This follows upon the 
recent decision of the Minister of 
Town and Country Planning on the 
County of London Development Plan, 
whereby even “firms in industrial 
zones will not normally be given per- 
mission for further development in 
those zones if the nature of their busi- 
ness will enable them to move outside 
London.” Representatives of several 
country towns are in attendance at the 
stand to give information if required.

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THERMAL STORAGE BLOCK HEATERS 
Electric thermal storage heating has many advantages and 
possibilities, some of which are considered in H.1, where its 
application to new buildings was discussed. There are, 
however, many existing buildings of varving types and ages 
to be found all over the country : they are admirably suited 
to this form of heating owing to their comparatively massive 
construction, and the difficulty and expense of installing 
traditional central heating. These and many modern 
buildings can be efficiently and economically warmed by 
electric thermal storage block heaters which are self- 
contained units. 

rhis type of heater is designed to take electricity only at 
off-peak periods during the night when special low rates are 
available, and to provide continuous heating throughout the 
twenty-four hours. 
The Construction of the Heater 
The construction of the appliance is very simple. It
